Am endm ents. 
Article XXVI, the last in the Cov­ 
enant, deals with am endm ents; and 
it Is singularly free from detail.

whatever, but merely that am en d ­ 
ments shall take effect when rati­ 
fied by the m em bers of the League 
whose representatives compose the 
Council and by a m ajority of the 
members of the League whose rep­ 
resentatives compose the Assembly. 
No 
doubt 
proposed 
am endm ents 
would be discussed by the Council, 
and probably also by the Assembly, 
but this is not obligaiory. the only 
essential 
thing 
being 
that 
they 
should be ratified by the nations 
themselves as stated. 
Two facts about this method of 
am endm ent may be observed 
One 
of them is that the unanim ous as­ 
sent is required not only of the five 
large states, but also of the smaller 
states associated with them on the 
Council, these last having, so long 
as they retain their seats on that 
body all the privileges of the five 
large nations. 
The o ther fact to be 
noted is that the independent sover­ 
eignty
